1, Mr, Dodge has based his refusal to approve of your request solely 
cm bis belief that "for CIA to undartate that portion of the Deparfcmnt’s 
activities as a oonsaqaeno© of ajyirepriation reductions could 1» construed 
as a violation of the intent of CoEgross," t«gally, he is on very soad^ 
pfowad iaaasnch as the Control Intelligence Agency '-ct of Secticm VI, 

provide that "in the jwfoisance of its fuactieao the Central Intelligence 
Agency is authorised to (a) transfer to and revive from other Oavemwafc 
agencies such sums as nay bo ewoved by tho Buraaa of tho Budget.. 


2, I think It would be in error to stats that "in our opinion tlm 
members of Congress who considered CIA*s budget oapested CIA to use Its ap- 
propriation as a whole to procure vihatoror intellic a bce the DCI sad the IAC 
dotexatned to be estentlal to tho rational security" if this action is ex- 
tended to (K^l^menting the budget© of other agsnoiec. Cn the contrary, I 
tiad a definite iapreodan frosa ay ctLocueeions with the iJouco C sisal t too 
Staff and tilth Hr, labor personally" that they wre trying to curtail the 
•transfer of funds astonc agendas. 


3, It is sy belief that our relations with the Bureau of the Budget 
nay suffer if m contest the stand thioh it has taken as % matter of prin- 
ciple. It would mm> to ob to be more appropriate to ask Mr, Dodge to re- 
otBuyi r hie dedsion with the imdoretanding that va will, in conjunction 
with hi s representative^ obtain approval from key wue ibers of the House and 
tho Senate. I also believe we should asmhasizo that vm do not propose to 
transfer nosey to the Department of State far this purpose on a continuing
